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PREFACE. 


The  compiler  of  this  Hyde  Genealogy  has  attempted,  what  he 
believes  has  not  before  been  done  in  the  United  States.  That  is,  to 
trace  out  the  descendants  of  one  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  of  New 
England,  down  to  the  present  time,  in  the  female  lines  as  well  as  in 
the  male  lines ;  embracing  in  most  cases  seven  or  eight  generations, 
and  some  times  more,  from  William  Hyde  their  common  ancestor. 
And  he  has  succeeded  far  beyond  what  he  had  any  reason  to  ex- 
pect when  he  commenced  the  arduous  task. 

He  has  generally  not  only  ascertained  the  names  of  these  de- 
scendants, but  also  their  places  of  residence,  with  the  dates  of  their 
births,  marriages  and  deaths ;  and  the  names  of  the  husbands  and 
wives  of  such  of  them  as  have  married.  In  many  cases  he  has  also 
been  able  to  trace  back  the  ancestry  of  such  husband  or  wife  to  the 
first  European  settlers  of  America,  and  in  some  cases  to  the  nobility 
of  England,  and  to  its  Norman  and  Anglo-Saxon  kings,  and  to  the 
blood  royal  of  Scotland,  France,  Spain,  Germany,  &c. 

The  compiler  has  in  many  instances  been  able  to  collect  and 
record  facts  in  relation  to  the  ancestry,  in  this  country,  of  many  of 
his  relatives  of  the  Hyde  blood,  which  render  a  descent  from  such 
ancestors  far  more  honorable  than  a  descent  from  kings  or  emperors. 
For  those  facts  show  a  descent,  in  many  cases,  from  some  of  the 
wisest,  the  best,  the  most  pious,  the  most  talented  and  the  most 
patriotic  of  our  own  country. 

Those  who  have  compiled  genealogies  of  the  descendants  who 
retained  the  original  family  name  of  the  common  ancestor,  have 
always  found  it  difficult  to  trace  out  the  descendants  of  those  who 
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in  early  life  removed  to  a  distant  part  of  the  country  from  their 
domicil  of  origin.  For  the  town  and  church  records  at  the  place  of 
birth,  or  of  man-iage,  seldom  show  to  what  places  such  removals  were 
made.  But  the  identity  of  the  family  name  generally  enables  the 
persevering  genealogist  to  trace  out  their  descendants  bearing  the 
original  family  name.  The  difficulty  is  very  greatly  increased, 
where  descendants  of  females,  who  by  marriage  have  changed  the 
family  name,  are  to  be  traced  out.  And  the  compiler  in  many  in- 
stances, after  the  most  diligent  inquiries  and  careful  investigation, 
found  it  impossible  to  trace  out  and  ascertain  such  descendants. 

Again  :  the  registers  of  marriages,  as  usually  kept  by  town  clerks 
and  by  clergymen,  very  seldom,  if  ever,  have  an  index  to  them 
under  the  family  names  of  the  wives ;  but  the  index  only  refers  to 
the  family  name  of  the  husband.  And  the  registers  of  births  very 
frequently  mention  only  the  family  name  of  the  father  of  the  child, 
with  the  Christian  name  of  the  mother ;  without  her  maiden  or 
family  name.  Even  where  the  family  name  of  the  mother  of  the 
child  is  given  in  the  registry  of  births,  if  there  is  more  than  one 
female  residing  at  the  same  place  and  of  about  the  same  age  and 
having  the  same  Christian  and  the  same  family  name,  it  is  very 
difficult  to  determine  the  identity  of  the  wife  in  ancient  records. 
The  compiler  therefore  will  be  disappointed  if  it  does  not  turn  out 
that  in  some  cases  he  has  made  a  mistake  in  relation  to  the  parent- 
age of  the  wife  in  this  genealogy.  And  in  some  instances  he  may 
have  mistaken  the  parentage  of  the  husband.  But  he  has  generally 
been  able  to  test  the  identity  of  the  parties  to  a  marriage,  and  of  the 
parents  of  a  child  by  inscriptions  on  grave-stones,  records  in  fimily 
Bibles,  and  by  information  derived  from  descendants,  or  from  col- 
lateral relatives ;  so  that  he  trusts  but  few  mistakes  of  this  kind 
have  occurred.  Where  he  had  some  doubt  as  to  the  identity,  he 
has  inserted  the  word  prohahlt/  in  the  record. 

Where  the  compiler  could  not  obtain  the  particulars  of  a  family, 
from  records  or  monuments,  or  from  the  father  or  mother,  or  one  of 
the  children  of  such  family,  he  has  been  obliged  to  rely  upon  informa- 
tion derived  from  collateral  relatives  and  other  sources.  And  many 
of  the  dates  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  will  unquestionably  be 
found  not  to  be  entirely  correct.  For  he  has  frequently  discovered 
that  the  dates  of  births   and  marriages,  upon  the  town  records  and 
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upon  the  cliurcli  records,  in  family  Bibles  and  in  the  inscriptions 
upon  tomb-stones,  &c.,  do  not  agree  with  each  other.  Fathers 
very  frequently  make  mistakes  in  giving  the  dates  of  the  births  of 
their  children,  where  they  do  not  refer  to  written  memoranda;  but 
mothers  very  seldom  make  such  mistakes.  The  dates  in  this  gene- 
alogy, with  the  exception  of  a  few  typographical  errors,  will 
generally  be  found  sufficiently  correct  for  all  useful  purposes.  Se- 
veral typographical  errors  in  dates  and  some  in  names,  are  noticed  in 
the  errata  printed  at  the  end  of  the  second  volume. 

The  compiler  regrets  that  some  of  his  relatives,  to  whom  he  sent 
circulars  requesting  information  respecting  their  families,  have 
taken  so  little  interest  in  the  subject  as  to  neglect  to  answer.  Many 
others  to  whom  he  sent  circulars  probably  never  received  them, 
owing  to  changes  of  residence,  deaths.  &c.  Generally,  he  has 
reason  to  thank  his  relatives  of  the  Hyde  blood  for  furnishing  him 
with  the  desired  information  so  far  as  they  were  able  to  do  it. 
Where  he  could  not  get  the  desired  information  from  those  who 
were  best  able  to  give  it,  he  has  endeavored  to  obtain  it  from 
other  sources  as  far  as  was  practicable. 

The  compiler  has  been  able  to  persuade  a  few  of  his  relatives  of 
the  Hyde  blood,  to  furnish  engraved  likenesses  to  embelish  a  work 
upon  which  he  has  bestowed  so  much  labor.  And  he  would  have 
been  pleased  if  he  could  have  obtained  many  more,  especially  the 
likenesses  of  some  of  the  many  beautiful  female  descendants  of  his 
ancestor.  He  was  particularly  anxious  to  obtain,  and  preserve  in  the 
work,  the  likenesses  of  Matthew  G-riswold,  LL.  D.,  Chief  Justice 
and  Governor  of  Connecticut;  of  Roger  Griswold,  LL.  D.,  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Governor  of  Connecticut;  of  Major 
'General  Samuel  Holden  Parsons  of  the  army  of  the  Revolution  ; 
of  John  Milton  Niles^  U.  S.  Senator  and  Post  Master  General ;  of 
the  late  Edward  Dorr  Griffin,  D.  D.,  President  of  Williams  College; 
01"  the  late  Samuel  Dickenson  Hubbard,  LL.  D.,  Post  Master  Gene- 
ra'!; of  the  late  Rev.  Edward  Robinson,  LL.  D.  of  New  York,  the 
di&'tinguished  Oriental  Scholar;  of  the  late  James  Hillhouse,  LL.  D. 
of  New  Haven,  U.  S.  Senator;  of  the  late  Oliver  Hillhouse  Prince, 
U.  ig.  Senator  from  Georgia;  of  the  late  William  AVoodbridge, 
'\U.  \S.    Senator   and    Governor   of  Michigan ;    of  the    late   Albert 
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Haller   Tracy,    the  distinguished    Statesman    of  Buffalo ;    a 
Charles  Johnson  McCurdy  of  Lyme,  Minister  to  Austria  and 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Conn.     But  he  did  not  succeed 
taining  the  likeness  of  any  of  these. 

He  now  submits  the  work  to  those  for  whose  use  and  info,  .ja- 
tion  it  has  been  prepared ;  expecting  no  remuneration  for  his  labor 
and  expenses,  except  the  pleasure  he  has  derived  by  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  so  many  of  his  kindred,  and  that  which  he  hopes 
hereafter  to  receive  from  their  approval  of  the  Hyde  Genealogy. 

He  takes  this  occasion  to  acknowledge  his  especial  indebtedness 
to  several  individuals,  who  have  greatly  aided  him  in  obtaining 
materials  for  the  work.

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I.  William  Hyde  (1)  the  first,  of  E'orwicli,  is  not  cer- 
tainly known  to  have  been  connected  with  any  of  the 
Hyde  families  who  came  to  this  country  from  England,  of 
which  there  were  several  in  the  United  States.  Among 
other  families  of  that  name  were  the  following : 

1.  Samuel  Hyde,  who  came  to  Newton,  Mass.,  about 
1640,  and  has  many  descendants. 

2.  Jonathan  Hyde,  his  younger  brother,  who  m.  1  Mary 
French,  and  2  Mary  Rediat,  and  had  19  children.  He 
was  the  grandfather  of  Jonathan  Hyde  who  settled  at 
Pomfret,  Conn.,  in  1714,  and  had  6  sons ;  and  who  waspro- 
l)ably  the  ancestor  of  most  of  the  Pomfret  and  Canterbury 
Hydes,  whose  descendants  are  now  extensively  scattered  in 
different  parts  of  the  U.  S.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  the 
Rev.  Ephraim  Hyde  who  grad.  at  Yale,  1759,  and  was 
minister  of  Rehol^oth,  and  of  the  venerable  Dr.  John 
Angier  Hyde,  a  distinguished  physician  of  Frceport,  Me., 
who  was  living  in  1856,  at  the  advanced  age  of  84  years. 

3.  Himi'phrey  Hyde,  who  came  from  Eng.,  and  was  an 
extensive  land  holder  at  Fairfield,  Conn.,  in  1655.  Ho 
made  his  will  8  May,  1666,  devising  divers  tracts  of  land 
to  his  son  John,  and  to  his  daus.  Hannah  and  Sarah.  His 
son  John  Hyde,  who  d.  1689,  at  Fairfield,  had  by  his  wife 
Elizabeth  one  son  and  three  daus.  He  was  the  ancestor 
of  the  late  Thomas  S.  Jcsup,  quarter  master  general  of  the 
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IT.  S.  A. ;  of  Samuel  Burr  Sherwood  of  "Westport,  Conn., 
wlio  grad.  at  Yale  in  1786,  and  was  a  member  of  coDgress ; 
of  Sarali  Slierwood,  wife  of  the  late  Gov.  Bissell  of  Conn. ; 
and  of  Rachel  Hyde,  wife  of  Judge  Ebenezer  Andrews  of 
Milan,  0.,  who  grad.  at  Yale  in  1817. 

4.  John  Hyde  of  Richmond,  ViL,  who  came  to  America 
about  1750,  and  has  descendants  in  various  parts  of  the 
Union.  "^ 

The  name  of  William  Hyde  (1),  first  appears  at  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  in  1636.  And  his  name  is  on  the  monument 
in  the  old  cemetery  at  that  place  as  one  of  the  original 
settlers ;  and  he  had  lands  assigned  to  him  there. 

Many  families  of  the  name  of  Hyde  had  been  settled  in 
different  parts  of  England  for  five  or  six  hundred  years 
prior  to  the  settlement  of  JSTew  England.  One  of  the 
name.  Sir  Mcholas  Hyde,  was  chief  justice  of  the  court  of 
King's  Bench  in  1626 ;  another.  Sir  Robert  Hyde,  was 
chief  justice  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  1660.  And 
a  third.  Sir  Edward  Hyde,  afterwards  the  Earl  of  Claren- 
don, was  lord  chancellor  at  the  restoration,  1660  ;  and  was 
the  grandfather  of  Queen  Mary  the  2d,  and  Queen  Ann, 
and  of  Edward  Hyde,  Lord  Cornbury,  who  was  one  of 
the  provincial  governors  of  [N'ew  York. 

William  Hyde  (1)  the  first  ot  JN'orwich,  was  a  cotempo- 
rary  of  Sir  Robert  Plyde  and  of  the  Earl  of  Clarendon ; 
but  was  undoubtedly  of  humbler  origin.     I  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  from  what  part  of  England  he  came ;  to 
what  family  he  belonged  ;  or  where  he  first  landed  in  this 
country,  or  the  precise  time  when  he  arrived  here.     He 
probably,  however,  came   over  in  1633,  with  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Hooker,  the  first  minister  of  Hartford;  sojourned 
a  short  time  at  ISTewton,  Mass.,  and  removed  witli  him  to 
Hartford,  in  1636.     The  time  of  his  removal  to  Saybrook, 
is  not  ascertained,  but  he  owned  lands  in  Hartford  as  late 
as  1639.     He  probably  went  to  Saybrook  soon  after  that, 
and  his  dau.  was  m.  there  early  in  1652.     IsTo  information 
has  been  obtained  as  to  the  name  of  his  Avife,  or  when  or 
where  she  died.     Erom  the  age  of  the  son  when  he  died 
(forty),  he  must  have  been  b.   in  1636.     His  mother  was 
of  course  then  living,  and  probably  died  at  Hartford  or 
Saybrook,  before  the  removal  of  her  husband  to  IN'orwich; 
as  no  account  of  her  death  is  found  upon  the  ISTorwich  re- 
cords.    The  daughter  either  was  born  in  England,  or  was 
married  very  youug ;  the  date  of  her  birth,  or  her  age  at 
the  time  of  her  death  in  1703,  have  not  been  ascertained. 
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ITorwich  was  settled  in  1660.  The  35  original  proprie- 
tors of  that  town  were  the  Eev.  James  Fitch,  the  first 
minister  of  that  place;  Major  John  Mason,  afterwards 
Lieut.  Gov.  of  Connecticut ;  Lieut.  Thomas  Leffiugwell ; 
Lieut.  Thomas  Tracy,  and  his  eldest  son,  John  Tracy; 
Deacon  Thomas  Adgate ;  Christopher  Huntington,  and  his 
brother,  Deacon  Simon  Huntington ;  Ensign  Thomas  Wa- 
terman; William  Hyde,  and  his  son,  Samuel  Hyde,  and 
his  son-in-law,  John  Post ;  Thomas  Post ;  Lieut.  William 
Backus,  and  his  brother,  Stephen  Backus ;  Deacon  Hugh 
Calkins,  and  his  son,  John  Calkins,  and  his  son-in-law, 
Jonathan  Royce ;  John  Reynolds ;  Thomas  Bliss ;  Francis 
Griswold ;  John  Birchard ;  Robert  Wade ;  Morgan  Bow- 
ers ;  John  Gager ;  Thomas  Howard ;  Dr.  John  Olmstead ; 
Ifehemiah  Smith ;  Richard  Edgerton  ;  John  Elderkin ; 
John  Bradford ;  Thomas  Bingham ;  Robert  Allen  ;  John 
Baldwin,  and  John  Pease.  Most  of  these  original  pro- 
prietors of  JSTorwich  were  from  Saybrook,  and  East  Say- 
brook  (now  Lyme).  Hugh  Calkins,  and  his  son  and  son- 
in-law,  and  John  Pease,  John  Gager,  ISTehemiah  Smith, 
and  Robert  Allen,  were  from  New  London.  Thomas 
Waterman,  and  John  Bradford,  were  from  Marshfield, 
Mass. 

William  Hyde  was  a  man  of  considerable  importance 
among  the  settlers  of  IlTorwich,  and  was  frequently  elected 
as  one  of  the  townsmen,  or  selectmen.  He  d.  at  ISTor- 
wich  6  January,  1681.  His  home  lot  was  devised  to  his 
grandson,  William  Hyde  (6)  the  second.  And  a  part  of 
it  was  owned  by  William  Mansfield,  a  descendant  of  the 
latter ;  and  was  occupied  by  him  as  the  site  of  his  dwell- 
ing-house in  1859.

Thomas  Lee  of  Lyme  was  a  brotlier  of  Jane,  wife  of  this 
Samuel  Hyde.  And  Sarah  Lee,  who  m.  John  Large  of 
Lyme,  and  settled  on  Long  Island,  was  their  sister.] 

Samuel  Hyde  (2)  and  his  wife  came  to  Norwich  in  1660. 
Their  eldest  dau.,  EHzabeth,  born  in  August  of  that  year, 
was  the  first  white  child  horn  in  ISTorwich.  He  was  a  farmer, 
and  had  lands  assigned  to  him  at  Norwich  West  Farms, 
where  he  d.  in  1677,  at  the  age  of  40  years.  And  John 
Birchard  became  the  guardian  of  his  children,  who  were 
all  minors  at  that  time.  The  date  of  his  wife's  death  is 
not  ascertained.

"What  renders  it  almost  certain  that  three  of  the  seven 
daughters  of  Hester  Hyde  and  John  Post  must  have  died 
previously  to  18  of  Jan.,  1686,  and  probably  unmarried,  is 
that  by  a  deed  of  that  date,  upon  the  Windham  records, 
it  appears  that  William  Hyde  willed  to  the  daughters  of 
his  only  daughter,  Hester  Post,  certain  lands  in  Windham. 
That  a  controversy  arose  between  the  eldest  son  of  her 
brother  and  the  devisees,  in  relation  to  the  validity  of  this 
will ;  and  that  a  compromise  took  place  between  him  and 
the  three  sons-in-law  of  Hester  Hyde  and  John  Post ; 
'•Caleb  Abel,  John  Hough,  and  ITathaniel  Rudd.  And  by 
their  deed  the  latter  three  conveyed,  to  the  said  oldest  son 
of  Samuel  Hyde  the  first,  one-half  of  the  lands  in  dispute, 
in  compromise  of  his  claim.  And  no  mention  is  made  of 
any  other  granddaughters  of  the  testator,  as  being  in  exist- 
ence, to  make  any  claim  to  the  lands  under  the  will 
devising  the  same  to  the  daughters  of  the  testator's  daugh-  ' 
ter,  Hester  Post.

The  Rev.  Timothy  Collins  graduated  at  Yale  in  1718. 
He  studied  physic  and  surgery  as  well  as  theology.  At 
the  first  town  meeting  held  in  the  then  new  town  of  Litch- 
field, 6  ISTov.,  1721,  he  received  a  call  to  the  ministry  there, 
which  he  accepted.  He  was  ordained  as  the  first  minister 
of  that  town  on  the  19  of  June,  1723 ;  and,  by  the  terms 
of  the  town  grant,  became  entitled  to  a  large  quantity  of 
land,  which  gave  wealth  to  him  and  his  children.  He 
continued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  pastoral  office 
until  the  14  of  October,  1752,  when  he  was  dismissed  on 
his  own  request.  Shortly  afterwards  he  was  appointed  to 
the  office  or  justice  of  the  peace.  He  devoted  himself 
entirely  to  the  duties  of  that  office  and  to  the  practice  of 
medicine  until  his  death.  He  died  at  Litchfield  7  Feb., 
1777.  His  wife  practiced  midwifery,  and  survived  him 
several  years.  The  date  of  her  death  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained. But  she  was  living  in  Jan.,  1780  (the  cold  winter), 
when  she  was  sent  for,  and  drawn  upon  a  haudsled  four 
and  a  half  miles  to  the  town  of  Goshen,  to  attend  upon  a 
lady  who  was  confined.

[This  John  Tracy  was  the  second  son  of  John  Tracy 
the  first,  and  Mary  Winslow,  of  Norwich,  and  was  a 
grandson  of  Lieut.  Thomas  Tracy,  one  of  the  35  original 
proprietors  of  Norwich,  who  was  b.  about  1610,  at  Tewks- 
bury  in  England.  Lieut.  Thomas  Tracy  arrived  at  Salem, 
Mass.,  April,  1636.  He  had  lands  assigned  to  him  at 
Salem,  and  is  known  to  have  been  there  23  Feb.,  1637, 
and  was  a  ship  carpenter.  He  soon  after  went  to  Con- 
necticut, and  in  1641  he  married  at  Wethersfield.  The 
name  of  his  first  wife  is  not  ascertained ;  but  it  is  supposed 
that  she  was  the  widow  of  Edward  Mason,  who  died  at 
Wethersfield  in  1640.  They  subsequently  removed  to 
Saybrook.  And  in  1645  he  and  Thomas  Lefiingwell,  and 
probably  William  Hyde  (1)  the  first  of  Norwich  and  some 
others,  relieved  TJncas,  sachem  of  the  Mohegans,  with  a 
boat  load  of  provisions  when  that  Indian  chief  was  be- 
sieged at  Shattock  Point,  near  Norwich,  by  Pessachus, 
sachem  of  the   Narragansetts.

[This  Capt.  Ezekiel  Rogers  is  supposed  to  have  been 
the  fifth  in  descent  from  the  Rev.  John  Rogers  the  mar- 
tyr, who  was  burned  at  Smithfield  on  the  4  Feb.,  1555. 
It  is  well  known  that  the  martyr  m.  while  in  Antwerp, 
and  had  a  large  family  of  children,  who,  with  their  mother, 
were  living  at  the  time  he  was  martyred.  But  whether 
he  had  nine  or  ten  children  has  been  for  a  long  time  a 
subject  of  dispute.  One  of  his  suppposed  descendants,  in 
a  communication  to  the  Kew  England  Historic-Gene- 
alogical society,  has  shown,  from  the  martyr's  own 
declaration  to  the  lord  chancellor,  when  he  was  con- 
demned, that  he  had  ten  children.  He  said:  "My  lord, 
I  pray  you  to  grant  me  one  thing ;  that  my  poor  wife, 
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being  a  stranger,  may  come  and  speak  witli  me  so  long 
as  I  live  ;  for  she  hath  ten  children,  which  are  hers  and 
mine,  and  somewhat  would  I  counsel  her  what  it  were 
best  for  her  to  do."  {See  5  Gen.  Register,  113.)  Of 
these  ten  children,  the  christian  names  of  only  two 
have  been  ascertained  by  his  supposed  descendants  in  this 
country :  Daniel,  his  eldest  son,  mentioned  by  Fox,  the 
martyrologist,  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Rogers,  who  was  for 
many  years  the  minister  of  Weathersiield  in  England, 
and  died  there,  the  father  of  the  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers 
who  came  to  America,  and  died  here  without  issue. 

Another  son  of  the  martyr,  whose  christian  name  is 
unknown,  is  said  to  have  married,  and  \^dth  his  wife  died 
in  early  life,  leaving  a  son,  then  in  his  minority,  after- 
wards the  Rev.  John  Rogers,  the  minister  of  Dedham  in 
England,  who  died  there  in  1636.

Dr.  Theophilus  Rogers  studied  physic  and  surgery,  and 
practiced  for  a  short  time  in  Boston.  He  went  from  there 
to  ISTorwich,  Conn.,  in  1720,  where  he  was  a  distinguished 
practitioner  and  an  eminent  citizen.  He  died  at  l^or- 
wich,  29  Sept.,  1753.

Edmund  Dorr  and  Mary  Griswold  settled  at  Lyme, 
where  he  carried  on  the  business  of  a  clothier,  or  cloth- 
dresser.     He  was   a  man  of  mind,  and   of  indomitable 
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perseverance.  And  he  and  a  few  other  members  of  the 
first  congregational  society  of  Lyme  carried  on  an  eccle- 
siastical controversy  with  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Parsons,  the 
third  minister  of  Lyme,  who  m.  Phebe  Griswold,  his 
wife's  niece.  Dnring  this  controversy,  he  obtained  the 
sobriquet  of  "Servant  Dorr,"  which  he  retained  for  life. 
He  died  at  Lyme ;  date  not  ascertained.  His  wife  sur- 
vived him,  and  died  at  ISTorth  Lyme  21  Feb.,  1776 ;  and 
was  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  at  [North  Lyme,  near  Dea- 
con William  Marvin's,  by  the^side  of  her  daughter,  Debo- 
rah Dorr,  who  died  in  1768.

declined  doing  so ;  but  told  her,  jocosely  that  if  her  hus- 
band should  be  killed,  and  his  own  wife  should  die  before 
his  return  from  the  war,  he  would  himself  become  her 
husband.  That  her  husband  was  killed  in  battle ;  and 
that  first  wife  of  Capt.  Hyde  having  died,  he  kept  his  pro- 
mise, by  marrying  the  widow  of  Parker.  They  removed 
to  the  then  new  township  of  Hyde  Park,  Yt.,  named  for 
him,  and  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors ;

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They  settled  upon  Fisher's  Island,  of  wliich  he  was  for 
several  years  the  lessee.  He  and  his  wife  and  their  eldest 
child,  Martha,  were  baptized  at  IsTew  London,  by  the  Eev. 

Shortly  before  his 
death,  "William  Walworth  obtained  a  tract  of  land  in  that 
part  of  New  London  which  is  now  Groton ;  upon  which 
his  widow  lived  and  brought  up  his  children  respectably 
by  her  great  industry  and  energy  of  character,  after  his 
death.

Some  of  the  descend- 
ants of  his  son  William  write  their  name  Walsworth.^ 

Benjamin  Walworth  was  a  hatter  in  early  life,  and 
worked  at  that  trade  at  Poughkeepsie  and  at  Minisinck, 
N.  Y.  In  the  early  part  of  the  revolution  he  was  quarter- 
master of  Col.  Nicoll's  New  York  regiment  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States.  He  was  in  the  battle  of  White 
Plains;  upon  which  occasion  he  was  the  acting  adjutant 
of  the  regiment.  When  the  term  of  service  of  the  regi- 
ment expired,  he  engaged  in  merchandise  with  Philip 
Hart  of  Nine  Partners,  N.  Y.  Soon  after  his  marriage  he 
gave  up  the  business  of  a  merchant  and  settled  at  Bozrah 
as  a  farmer,  which  business  he  pursued  for  the  residue  of 
his  life.  In  the  fall  of  1792,  he  purchased  a  farm  in  Hoosick, 
N.  Y.,  to  which  he  removed  in  Feb.,  1793.  He  after- 
wards purchased  another  valuable  farm  in  the  same  town, 
and  likewise  became  a  mill  owner.  He  was  an  active 
business  man,  and  was  frequently  called  upon  to  discharge

Matthew  Griswold  (490),  born  at  Lyme,  Conn., 
25  March,  1714,  the  eldest  son  John  Griswold  (73)  and 
Hannah  Lee  of  Lyme,  was  a  grandson  of  Matthew  Gris- 
wold and  of  Phebe  Hyde  (10)  of  the  third  generation. 
He  m.  11  'Nov.,  1743,  his  second  cousin,  Ursula  Wolcott, 
b.  30  Oct.,  1724,  daughter  of  Gov.  Roger  Wolcott  and 
Sarah  Drake  of  Windsor.  The  father,  brother,  husband, 
son  and  the  nephew  of  this  Ursula  Wolcott,  were  governors 
of  the  state  of  Connecticut.  Her  father  was  a  major  gene- 
ral, and  was  the  second  in  command  at  the  siege  and 
capture  of  Louisburgh.  He  was  the  youngest  son  of  Simon 
Wolcott,  b.  in  1625,  at  Tolland  in  Somersetshire,  who  was 
the  youngest  son  of  Henry  Wolcott  and  Elizabeth  Sanders  of 
Tolland,  aud  came  to  NewEngland,  with  his  parents,  in  1630. 
The  mother  of  Gov.  Roger  Wolcott,  was  Martha  Pitkin,  also 
born  in  England,  a  lady  of  great  talents  as  well  as  beauty. 
The  tradition  is  that  she  came  to  this  country  on  a  visit  to 
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her  brotlier,  William  Pitkin,  Esq.,  of  East  Hartford,  in- 
tending to  return  to  England.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the 
colony  were  so  much  pleased  with  her,  that  they  de- 
termined to  prevent  her  return  to  England  if  possible. 
That  the  elegant  and  accomplished  Simon  Wolcott,  a 
young  widower,  was  selected  to  endeavor  to  pursuade  her 
to  remain  here  and  become  his  wife,  and  that  he  succeeded 
in  doing  so.  They  were  m.  17  Oct.,  1661,  and  had  nine 
children.  Henry  Wolcott  the  progenitor  of  the  Wolcotts 
of  Connecticut,  was  a  gentleman  of  education  and  wealth 
and  had  been  a  magistrate  of  Somersetshire  in  England. 
He  settled  in  1630,  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  and  in  1635,  re- 
moved to  Windsor,  Conn.,  where  he  d.  30  May,  1655,  at 
the  age  of  77  years.  He  was  a  justice. of  the  peace  of 
Windsor,  and  one  of  the  assistants  of  the  colony  of  Con- 
necticut for  many  years. 

Matthew  Griswold  and  wife  settled  at  Black  Hall  in 
Lyme.  He  was  a  lawyer,  was  not  liberally  educated,  but 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.  D.,  from  Yale  in  1779. 
He  was  for  several  years  successively  a  member  of  the 
colonial  assembly,  and  was  afterwards  a  counselor  or  as- 
sistant of  the  colony,  and  state,  nearly  thirty  years.  He 
afterwards  became  a  judge  of  the  superior  court,  and  was 
the  lieutenant  governor  and  chief  justice  of  the  state,  and 
was  afterwards  governor.  He  was  president  of  the  state 
convention  in  1788,  to  adopt  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States.  His  wife  d.  5  April,  1788.  He  survived  her  and 
d.  28  April,  1799,  in  the  86  year  of  his  age,  at  Lyme.

17  l^ov.,  1668,  at  Spring- 
field, and  was  the  third  son  of  Deacon  Benjamin  Parsons, 
who  came  from  Great  Torrington,  near  Exeter,  England, 
about  1630,  with  his  father  and  his  brother  Joseph,  and  set- 
tled at  Springfield,  Mass.,  as  early  as  1636.

The  Rev.  Jonathan  Parsons  graduated  at  Yale  College, 
in  1729.  He  was  ordained  and  settled  as  the  third  minis- 
ter of  Lyme  17  March,  1731.  He  worked  at  a  trade  until 
he  was  twenty  years  of  age.  Pie  studied  divinity  under 
the  direction  of  the  president,  Elisha  "Williams,  of  Yale 
College,  and  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Edwards  of  !N^orthampton, 
Mass.  He  had  a  strongly  marked  character,  which  was 
written  upon  his  countenance.  Although  his  manners 
were  easy  and  polished,  his  natural  temper  was  hasty  and 
cost  him  many  struggles  to  keep  it  under.  The  Rev. 
George  "Whitfield  was  invited  by  him  to  occupy  his  pulpit 
at  Lyme,  which  gave  offense  to  many  members  of  his 
church.  The  leaders  in  opposition  to  him  were  Edmund 
Dorr  (who  married  his  wife's  aunt),  Samuel  Southworth, 
Timothy  Mather  and  Josiah  DeWolf ;  who  were  probably 
sustained  by  many  of  the  neighboring  clergy,  who  did  not 
concur  in  the  revival  measures  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Whitfield. 
The  result  was  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Parsons  took  a  dismis- 
sion in  October,  1745  ;  and  in  March,  1746,  he  removed 
to  and  was  settled  as  the  first  minister  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  at  jSTewburyport,  Mass.,  where  his  wife  died  26 
Dec,  1770.  She  was  a  very  talented  and  accomplished 
lady;  and  it  is  said  she  sometimes  wrote  sermons  for  her 
husband.  The  Rev.  George  "Whitfield  died  at  their  house 
at  JSTewburyport,  30  Sept.,  1770,  and  his  remains  were  de- 
posited in  a  vault  under  the  pulpit  of  the  church.

Lewis  Collins  (865),  born  at  LitchJSeld,  Conn.,  29 
Oct.,  1753,  eldest  son  of  Charles  Collins  (181)  and  Anne 
Huntington,  was  a  great  grandson  of  Samuel  Hyde  of  the 
third  generation.  He  m.  24  Nov.,  1791,  Louisa  Hunting- 
ton, b.  12  Nov.,  1763,  at  Lebanon,  Conn.,  eldest  daughter 
of  Oliver  Huntington  and  Anna  Lynde,  and  granddaugh- 
ter of  Deacon  Samuel  Huntington  and  Hannah  Metcalf  of 
Lebanon,  and  great  granddaughter  of  Samuel  Huntington 
the  first  of  Lebanon  and  Mary  Clark  his  wife. 

Lewis  Collins  was  a  physician,  and  removed  to  "Wilkes- 
barre.  Pa.,  and  died  at  Northumberland.  She  d.  7 
June,  1858,  at  Wilkesbarre,  at  the  advanced  age  of  94 
years.  I  have,  as  I  suppose,  the  names  of  all  of  their 
children,  but  have  been  able  to  obtain  but  an  imperfect 
account  of  any  of  them.

4  Jan.,  1761,  at]N"ew Haven, 
third  son  of  James  Pierpont  of  jSTew  Haven,  hy  his  second 
wife  Anna  Sherman. 

[This  James  Pierpont,  b.  21  May,  1699,  and  graduated 
at  Yale  1718,  and  d.  18  June,  1776,  who  m.  Anna  Sher- 
man, was  the  eldest  son  of  the  Pev.  James  Pierpont,  min- 
ister of  New  Haven,  by  his  third  wife  Mary  Hooker, 
daughter  of  Rev.  Samuel  Hooker  of  Farmington,  and 
granddaughter  of  the  Pev.  Thomas  Hooker  the  first  min- 
ister of  Hartford.  The  Pev.  James  Pierpont  was  b.  4 
Jan.,  1660,  at  Poxbnry,  was  son  of  John  Pierpont  of  Pox- 
bury,  b.  1617  in  England,  and  d.  7  Dec,  1682,  atPoxbury, 
aged  65  years,  and  grandson  of  James  Pierpont  of  Ipswich, 
who  came  to  this  country  from  England,  and  who  was  a 
descendant  of  Evelyn  Pierpont,  the  5  Earl  of  Kingston.

b.  15  Oct.,  1707,  graduated  at  Yale  1726,  and  d.  1737  in

YI.  Kev.  AsHBEL  Baldwin  (895),  born  at  Litchfield, 
Conn.,  7  Marcli,  1757,  second  son  of  Isaac  Baldwin,  Esq., 
and  Anne  Collins  (186)  of  Litclifield,  was  a  great  grand- 
son of  Samuel  Hyde  (4)  of  the  third  generation.  He 
graduated  at  Yale,  in  1776,  and  was  an  officer  in  the 
army  of  the  revolution.  He  became  an  Episcopal  clergy- 
man. He  and  the  Rev.  Philo  Shelton  Avere  ordained 
Deacons  at  Middletown,  by  the  lit.  Rev.  Bishop  Seabury, 
3  Aug.,  1785,  and  were  ordained  priests  in  Trinity  church, 
at  New  Haven,  on  the  18  of  Sept.,  1785.  These  were 
the  first  ordinations  in  the  episcopal  form  in  the  United 
States.  He  m.  Clarissa  Johnson,  b.  7  July,  1761,  at  Guil- 
ford, eldest  daughter  of  Samuel  Johnson  and  Margaret 
Collins  of  Guiltbrd.

He  was  a  most  worthy,  benevolent, 
and  public  spirited  citizen,  and  d.  29  Dec,  1855,  at  Utica, 
beloved  and  lamented  by  a  very  large  circle  of  relatives  and 
acquaintances.  His  character  is  thus  described  by  one  who 
knew  him  well :  "  Protestant,  as  I  am,  by  every  association 
of  my  heart  and  memory,  I  bear  this  testimony  to  one  who 
was  ennobled  by  all  the  attributes  of  a  Christian  gentleman. 

''An  Irishman  by  birth  —  he  was  an  American  by  adoption 
—  and  was  a  devoted  Roman  Catholic.  Yielding  profound 
respect  for  the  laws  that  protected  him  and  his  ample  prop- 
erty, he  loved  and  cherished  the  country  of  hisadoption,  and 
at  the  same  time  exhibited  a  practical  and  consistent  devo- 
tion to  his  own  religious  faith. 

"  He  found  no  inconsistency  in  maintaining  his  own  reli- 
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gious  faith  and  performing  his  duties  as  au  American  citizen. 
He  was  emphatically  an  honest  man  and  a  sincere  friend. 
There  was  a  marked  harmony  in  his  whole  character  and 
conduct,  which  attracted  the  love  and  respect  of  all,  and  dif- 
fused around  him  a  genial  sympathetic  influence  of  a  lasting 
character. 

"  He  removed  to  Utica  when  it  contained  less  than  800 
inhabitants,  and  at  his  death,  must  have  been  about  the  old- 
est resident  of  that  now  large  and  flourishing  city.  During 
the  early  period  of  his  life,  and  before  he  became  a  large 
landholder,  he  was  a  merchant,  and  while  such,  was  distin- 
guished for  integrity,  industry,  economy  and  accuracy.  The 
mercantile  companions  of  his  day  have  mostly  ^with  him, 
passed  away ;  but  it  is  in  the  recollection  of  the  writer,  that 
with  one  firm  he  had  complicated  transactions  of  millions, 
without  even  a  diff"erence  of  opinion  or  accounts.  Mr. 
Devereux  never  accepted  political  distinction,  although  often 
requested  so  to  do.  His  benevolence  was  practical  and  unos- 
tentatious, and  thousands  will  mourn  with  drooping  lids  the 
passing  away  of  the  poor  man's  friend. 

"  His  example  is  before  our  young  men,  native  as  well  as 
adopted  Americans.  By  obeying  the  laws,  you  discharge  one 
of  the  highest  duties  of  an  American  citizen  ;  by  consistency 
and  integrity  of  conduct,  you  may  have  a  name  among  the 
good  and  great,  not  only  in  active  life,  but  when  its  activities 
are  over.^'  She  was  living  at  Utica  in  1863.  They  had  six 
children  born  at  Utica  :

yi.  Thomas  Butler  (1332),  born  at  IsTorwich,  Conn.,  3 
March,  1769,  second  son  of  Dr.  Beiyamin  Butler  and 
Diadama  Hyde  (310)  of  Norwich,  was  a  great  grandson  of 
"William  Hyde  (6)  of  the  third  generation.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Yale  (but  did  not  graduate)  and  was  a  lawyer. 
He  m.  1792,  Sarah  Denison,  b.  8  Dec,  1773,  at  Stoning- 
ton,  iifth  daughter  of  Joseph  Denison  and  Mary  Babcock, 
and  granddaughter  of  William  Denison,  and  a  descendant 
of  Capt.  George  Denison  the  first  of  Stoniugton  and  his 
second  wife  Anne  Borrodill  {see  No.  81).

He  then  engaged 
in  the  business  of  teaching  French  as  well  as  English,  and 
in  writing  school  books,  &c.  Among  his  literary  produc- 
tions, was  an  Essay  on  Language  ;  The  Haiypy  Family ; 
the  Moral  Instructor  ;  and  Jack  Halyard,  the  Sailor 
Boy.  The  last  had  a  very  extensive  circulation,  as  a 
school  book,  for  many  years.  He  d.  10  Aug.,  1823,  at 
Lancaster,  Pa.  His  widow  was  living  in  1860,  at  Ann

YI.  Major  John  Walworth  (1337),  born  at  l^orwich, 
Conn.,  22  ISTov.,  1784,  eldest  son  of  Benjamin  Walworth 
and  Apphia  (Hyde)  Cardell  (312),  was  a  great  grandson 
of  William  Hyde  (6)  of  the  third  generation.  He  entered 
the  army  of  the  United  States  in  1808,  as  a  iirst  lieutenant 
of  infantry.  He  m.  9  Julj^  1812,  Sarah,  the  only  child  of 
Col.  Jonas  Simonds  of  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

[Her  first  husband  was  Walter  Franklin,  by  whom  she 

had  one  son,  Franklin  of  Pennsylvania,  who  was 

clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  of  the  United  States, 
and  was  father  of  William  B.  Franklin,  major-general  of 
United  States  volunteers  in  1862.] 

At  the  commencement  of  the  war  of  1812,  John  Wal- 
worth was  a  captain  in  the  sixth  regiment  of  United  States 
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infantry,  and  he  distinguisliecl  himself  in  the  battles  of 
Little  York  and  of  Fort  txeorge  in  Canada.  In  the  first 
he  led  the  advance,  which  stormed  and  took  the  British 
battery.  And  the  gallant  Gen.  Pike,  coming  up  immedi- 
ately afterwards  was  killed  by  his  side,  and  himself  was 
wounded  at  the  same  time,  by  the  blowing  up  of  the  stone 
powder  magazine.  His  wife  d.  8  Feb.,  1813,  at  Platts- 
burgh,  leaving  no  issue  of  this  marriage.

He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  war  of  1812,  he  left  the  army  and  engaged  in 
merchandise  at  Plattsburgh,  and  was  clerk  of  the  county 
of  Clinton.  In  1820,  he  was  an  elector  of  president  of  the 
United  States.  In  1829,  he  was  appointed  assistant  re- 
gister of  the  court  of  chancery  of  the  state  of  N^ew  York, 
and  held  that  oifice  until  his  death.  He  d.  6  Aug.,  1839, 
at  the  city  of  JSTew  York.  His  last  wife  survived  bim,  and 
was  living  at  St.  Albans,  Yt,  in  1863.

They  were  assistant  missionaries  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  at 
Canton  in  China.  He  had  for  some  years  the  charge  of  the 
printing  establishment  of  the  board,  at  Canton,  and  became 
a  proficient  in  the  Chinese  and  Japanese  languages.  He 
wrote  a  very  creditable  work  on  China,  in  two  volumes, 
entitled  The  3Iid(Uc  Kingdom,  and  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  doctor  of  laws  at  Union  college  in  1848.  He 
.  was  interpreter  to  the  expedition  to  Japan,  under  Com- 
modore Perry  in  1853,  and  Avas  in  1855,  appointed  secretary 
of  legation  of  the  United  States  in  China.

27  July,  1839,  at  Stonington,  Conn.,  on 
his  way  to  Boston  on  business.  She  was  living  at  St.  Albans, 
Vt.,  in  1862,  still  a  widow.  They  had  a  posthumous  child  : 

6  Sept., 
1860,  Alexis  Emerson  Mcllvaine  of  New  York.

12  June,  1850,  Worthington  C.  Smith,  b.  19  April,  1823, 
at  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  son  of  John  W.  Smith,  Esq.,  and  Maria 
W.  Curtis  of  St.  Albans.  He  was  an  iron  founder  at  Platts- 
burgb at  the  time  of  their  marriage.  But  they  removed  to 
St.  Albans,  where  he  became  a  farmer,  and  where  they  were 
living  in  1862.

Reuben  Hyde  Walworth  (1339),  born  at  Bozrah, 
Conn.,  26  Oct.,  1788,  third  son  of  Benjamin  Walworth 
and  Apphia  (Hyde)'  Cardell  (312)  of  Hoosick,  was  a  great 
grandson  of  William  Hyde  (6)  of  the  third  generation,  and, 
througli  his  maternal  grandmother  Jerusha  Tracy  (598),  he 
was  a  descendant  of  the  fifth  generation  from  John  Post, 
the  first  of  ISTorwich,  and  Hester  Hyde  (3)  his  wife,  and 
from  Lieut.  Thomas  Tracy,  the  first  of  l^orwich.  Pie  m. 
16  Jan.,  1812,  Maria  Ketchum  Averill,  b.  21  Dec,  1795, 
at  Plattsburgh,  eldest  child  of  N'athan  Averill  and  Mary 
Ketchum,  and  granddaughter  of  Nathan  Averill  the  elder, 
and  Rosanna  Noble  of  Plattsburgh. 

[This  Nathan  Averill,  the  elder  of  Plattsburgh,  was  the 
eldest  son  of  Daniel  Averill  and  Lucy  Cogswell  of  New 
Preston,  Conn.,  and  was  graudsoji  of  Isaac  Averill  of  Kent, 
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Conn.,  who  Avas  boru  about  1685,  sou  of  William  Averill,  the 
first  ofTopsfield,  who  came  from  Milford  Haveu  iu  Wales, 
and  settled  at  Topsfield,  Mass.  Isaac  Averill  removed  to 
Prestou,  Couu.,  aud  from  there  to  Keut.  Roxauua  l!^oble 
was  materual  auut  of  the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Day,  president  of 
Yale  college.] 

He  was  a  lawyer,  and  settled  at  Plattsburgh  iu  Jan., 
1810,  where  he  was  a  justice  of  the  peace,  master  iu  chan- 
cery, supreme  court  commissioner,  colonel  of  militia,  and 
member  of  congress.  Iu  April,  1823  he  was  appointed 
circuit  judge  of  the  fourth  judicial  district  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  aud  in  Oct.,  of  that  year,  they  removed  to 
Saratoga  Springs.  He  was  aid  to  Major-General  Mooers, 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  at  the  invasion  of 
Plattsburgh  by  the  British  army,  in  Sept.,  1814  ;  and  iu 
the  battles  of  the  6  and  11  Sept.,  he  was  acting  as  ad- 
jutant-general. He  held  the  office  of  circuit  judge  for 
five  years,  and  then  was  appointed  chancellor  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  in  April,  1828,  which  ofiice  he  held 
for  more  than  twenty  years.  They  removed  to  Albany  in 
the  autumn  of  1828,  and  in  the  spring  of  1833,  they  re- 
moved back  to  Saratoga  Springs,  where  she  d.  24  April, 
1847.  {See  Aiipendix  C.  and  2  Liv.  Em.  Americans^  487.)

20  Oct.,  1832,  at 
Jacksonville,  111.,  eldest  child  of  Col.  John  J.  Hardin  of 
the  United  States  army  (who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Beuna  Vista,  in  Mexico,  in  Feb.,  1847),  and  Sarah  Ellen 
Smith,  his  wife,  and  granddaughter  of  Gen.  Martin  D.  Har- 
din and  Elizabeth  Logan  of  Frankfort,  Kentucky.  [Gen. 
Martin  D.  Hardin  was  a  lawyer,  and  was  United  States  seti- 
ator  in  1817.  His  father,  Col.  John  Hardin,  was  b.  1753,  in 
Fauquier  county,  Va.,  son  of  Martin  Hardin;  he  was  a 
captain  in  Morgan's  rifle  corps  at  the  capture  oi'  Rurgoyne  at 
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Saratoga,  and  was  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1792.]  They 
settled  at  Saratoga  Springs,  where  they  were  living  in  1861.

25  Feb.,  1805,  at 
Hudson,  N.  Y.,  son  of  Marshall  Jenkins  and  Sarah  Jenkins. 
He  was  a  merchant,  and  they  settled  at  New  Orleans,  and 
shortly  afterwards  returned  to  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
became  an  auctioneer.  In  1837,  they  removed  to  Fort  Grra- 
tiot,  Mich.,  where  he  w:as  sutler  for  the  troops  at  that  post, 
and  lessee  of  the  fishery.

9  March,  1815,  at 
Rutland,  Vt.,  eldest  son  of  her  fifth  cousin  of  the  Tracy 
blood,  Gideon  Miner  Davison  and  Sarah  Malvina  Mason  of 
Saratoga  Springs,  and  grandson  on  his  mother's  side  of  the 
Hon.  John  Mason  and  Sarah  Woodward  of  Castleton,  Vt., 
and  grandson  on  his  father's  side  of  Thomas  Davison  and 
Abigail  Miner  of  Middletowu,  Vt.

7  June,  1724, 
at  Plymouth,  who  was  commander-in-chief  of  the  Plymouth 
forces  in  King  Philip's  war,  and  was  deputy  governor  of  the 
colony,  married  three  times.  By  his  first  wife,  Alice  RicJi- 
ards,  who  d.  12  Dec,  1671,  he  had  four  sons  and  six  daugh- 
ters. Thomas  Bradford,  their  third  son,  settled  at  Norwich, 
and  received  from  his  father  lands  there,  which  had  for- 
merly belonged  to  Martha  Bourn,  the  widow  of  his  father's 
half  brother,   John  Bradford    of  Norwich.     He   m.    about 

1681,  An7ie  Smith,  daughter  of  Nehemiah  Smith  and  Anna 
Bourn  of  Norwich.  Their  second  son,  James  Bradford,  b. 
in  1684,  at  Norwich,  settled  at  Canterbury,  Conn.,  where  he 
d.  26  March,  1762.  By  his  first  wife,  Edith,  he  had  three 
sons  and  four  daughters.  Their  daughter,  Mary,  m.  Joseph 
Woodward  of  Canterbury,  and  was  the  mother  of  Sarah 
Woodioard,  who  m.  the  Hon.  John  Mason  of  Castleton. 

Thomas  Davison,  the  father  of  Gideon  M.  Davison  was, 
through  his  father,  descended  from  Thomas  Davison  of  Pres- 
ton, whom.  18  Nov.,  1695,  Hannah  Tracy.  He  (T.  D.  of  P.) 
was  the  son  of  Daniel  Davison  of  Ipswich,  b.  about  1630,  who 
m.  8  April,  1657,  Margaret  Lowe,  daughter  of  Thomas  Lowe 
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and  Susannali  his  wife,  of  Ipswich.  Through  the  father  of 
Hannah  Tracy,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Jonathan  Tracy  and  Mary 
Grriswold  of  Preston,  he  was  descended  from  Lieut.  Thomas 
Tracy,  the  first  of  Norwich  (.see  No.  38  and  Ajipendix  B). 
Through  her  mother  he  was  descended  from  Lieut.  Francis 
Griswold,  the  first  of  Norwich  (see  No.  10).  Abigail  Miner, 
the  wife  of  Thomas  Davison  of  Middletown,  was  the  fifth  in 
descent  from  Thomas  Miner  of  Stoijington,  b.  23  April,  1608, 
at  Chew  Magna,  in  England,  who  came  to  New  England  in 
1630,  and  m.  Grace  Palmer,  ^ee  13  New  England  History 
and  Gen.  Reg..,  163,  and  Cotlirens  Woodhury,  643  t&c] 

John  M.  Davison  learned  the  trade  of  a  printer,  and  they 
settled  at  Saratoga  Springs.  In  1839  he  was  appointed  regis- 
ter of  the  court  of  chancery  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and 
they  removed  to  Albany.  He  continued  to  hold  that  office 
until  the  first  of  July,  1848,  when  the  ofiice  was  abolished, 
with  the  court.  They  then  removed  back  to  Saratoga  Springs, 
where  they  were  livingin  1862.  He  was  then  the  president 
and  general  superintendent  of  the  Saratoga  and  White  Hall 
rail  road  company.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  as  a  lawyer, 
but  never  practised  in  the  profession  except  as  register  in 
chancery,  and  as  ex-ojficio  clerk  of  the  vice-chancellor  of  the 
third  judicial  circuit.

He  was  a 
Presbyterian  clergyman,  and  was  settled  as  pastor  of  the 
church  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  before  his  marriage.

He  (R.  H.  Walworth)  then  m.  16  April,  1851,  at  Har- 
odsburgh,  Ky.,  Mrs.  Sarah  Ellen  (Smith)  Hardin,  b.  4 
July,  1811,  youngest  and  posthumous  daughter  ofPIorace 
Smith  and  Eleanor  Fulkerson,  of  Locust  Grove,  Mercer 
county,  Ky.,  and  widow  of  Col.  John  J.  Hardin  of  Jackson- 
ville, 111.,  who  was  killed  28  Feb.,  1847,  at  the  battle  of 
Buena  Vista,  in  Mexico.  He  continued  to  hold  the  office 
of  chancellor,  until  1  July,  1848,  when  the  court  was  abol- 
ished by  the  new  constitution.  They  were  living  at  Sara- 
toga Springs  in  1863,  and  he  was  president  of  the  law 
department  of  the  University  of  Albany ;  president  of 
the  ISTew  York  inebriate  assylum  at  Binghamton ;  one  of 
the  vice-presidents  of  the  American  Bible  society;  and  a.

10  Oct.,  1795,  at  Platts- 
burgh,  ]Sr.  y.,  son  of  Theodore  Piatt,  Esq.,  of  Plattsburgh, 
by  his  first  wife,  Charity  Peltz.  He  was  then  a  midshipman, 
and  was  afterwards  a  master  and  commander  in  the  United 
States  navy.  Was  on  board  Commodore  McDonough's 
flag  ship,  and  engaged  in  the  naval  battle,  on  Lake  Cham- 
plain,  with  the  British  fleet,  on  the  11  of  Sept.,  1814, 
and  for  his  gallantry  on  that  occasion,  he  was  presented 
with  a  sword.  He  was  almost  constantly  in  service  till 
near  the  close  of  his  life. 

In  1824-5,  he  held  the  command  of  the  Beagle  in  the 
squadron  of  Commodore  Porter,  and  engaged  in  unravel- 
ing the  mysteries  and  suppressing  the  crimes  of  West 
India  piracy.  While  thus  employed,  his  men  wasted 
away  under  the  diseases  of  the  'tropics.     His  enduring  con- 
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stitution  passed  unscathed,  while  his  decks  were  more  than 
once  desolated  with  the  yellow  fever.  But  the  pestilence 
was  not  his  only  foe.  Piracy  was  yet  abroad.  He  tracked 
the  miscreants  to  their  retreats.  He  seized  their  coasters. 
He  recovered  valuable  cargoes.  He  pressed  upon  their 
armed  craft  whenever  they  ventured  out  of  port.  He 
compelled  them  to  abandon  the  seas.  At  last,  chasing 
one  of  their  vessels  into  Faxardo,  a  Spanish  port  on  the 
north  coast  of  Porto  Kico,  the  authorities  pretended  to 
suspect  him  of  feigning  the  rights  of  a  naval  officer,  and 
proceeded  to  imprison  him.  Meantime,  the  piratical 
crew  tied,  and  their  booty  was  secreted.  But  the  event 
proved  that  his  daring  had  stabbed  the  iniquity  to  its 
heart.  Commodore  Porter  came  to  his  relief,  and  by  this 
unmasking  of  the  authority  that  had  sheltered  the  piracies, 
accomplished  their  suppression.  This  will  be  pronounced 
one  of  the  most  useful,  and  therefore  the  most  glorious  of 
our  naval  achievements,  when  we  recall  the  series  of 
atrocities  that  had  scourged  our  seas,  and  rendered  the 
highways  of  the  deep  a  terror  to  all  but  the  full-armed 
mariners. 

After  subsequent  services,  as  lieutenant  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean squadron,  he  was,  in  1829,  acting  as  executive 
officer  of  the  United  States  ship  Fulton,  then  the  receiv- 
ing ship  at  Brooklyn  navy  yard.  In  the  catastrophe  of 
the  4  of  June,  when  the  magazine  of  this  ship  exploded, 
he  received  his  most  serious  bodily  injuries.  With  his 
face  lacerated,  his  jaw  broken,  his  shoulder  maimed,  the 
jiesh  torn  from  his  limbs,  and  contusions  blackening  his 
body,  life  seemed  scarcely  to  have  a  tenement  left  for 
itself;  and,  identified  no  longer  by  his  visage,  but  by  his 
uniform,  he  was  laid  and  reported  among  the  dead.  *  * 
The  ravage  of  this  nearly  fatal  disaster,  left  a  sequel  of 
disfigurement  and  pain  that  never  forsook  his  frame. 
His  days  were  undoubtedly  shortened,  as  they  were  loaded 
with  suflering  in  consequence  of  these  wounds. 

The  total  disability  thus  incurred  did  not  long  continue. 
His  duties  were  again  resumed,  and  after  serving  in  vari- 
ous capacities,  until  1857,  he  was  placed  upon  the  retired 
list.  And  the  last  two  years  of  his  life  were  passed  at 
Kewburgh,  under  frequent  exhibitions  of  heart  disease, 
and  with  constant  sufferings,  as  the  effect  of  the  exposure 
and  the  wounds  he  had  experienced.  It  was  well  re- 
marked by  the  liev.  Dr.  Henry,  in  the  address  made  at 
his  burial :  "  Under  any  other  government  upon  the  globe, 
69 
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an  admiral's  insignia,  instead  of  a  commander's  epaulettes, 
would  liave  been  upon  his  coffin."

Alvan  Hyde,  D.  D.,  (1557),  born  at  iNTorwich, 
Conn.,  2  Feb.,  1768,  eldest  son  of  Joseph  Hyde  (378)  by 
his  first  wife,  Abigail  Abel  (2461),  was  a  great  grandson 
of  Thomas  Hyde  (7)  of  the  third  generation.  He  gradu- 
ated at  Dartmouth  in  1788  ;  and  while  in  college  united 
with  the  church.  He  studied  theology  with  the  Rev. 
Charles  Backus,  D.  D,,  of  Somers,  and  was,  in  June,  1792, 
ordained  as  minister  of  the  Congregational  church  at  Lee, 
Mass.,  where  he  continued  until  his  death.  He  m.  25
